McCarthyiem seems to have created an atmosphere in Washington which is making 
it possible to get away with strange things. Such appears to be the case in failure 
of the Senate to act upon the nomination as a judge of the Circuit Court of Appeals 
of one of the nation’s ablest lavyers. The jurist in question is Willies B)/EeStie 
vhose name was sent to the Senate last October and again in January by President 
Truman along vith several others ali of which have long since been confirmed. But 
tor come inexplicable reason the Senate seens to find tine to filibuster ant make 
. deals and pase legislation but not to act on Judge Hastie's case. 

When presented to the Senate, Senator Forrest Donnell of Missouri asked that 
S dhe eéiiinebion be‘ passed over wat’) be bad qavabtenshe 60 Gunn aa "new evidence” 
which has been given him by some person he did not name. This material, it has been 
learned, is not new but exactly what was considered by the Committee on Territories 
prior to Judge Hastie's confirmation in 1946 as governor of the Virgin Islands. The 
chief item of the charges was that Judge Hastie had been a member of the National 
Lavyew Guild. 

Being a Negro and because of the discriminatory policy of the American Bar 
Association towards admission of Negro lawyers, the Guild is the only national 
lawyers' organization open to Negroes. There seems to be no doubt that scm lawyers 
of left wing views joined the Lawyers’ Guild. But there is equal certainty that 
there are many non-Communist anéd enti-Commmist lawyers in the Guild who joined it
